Aldermen Institute 
^New Sick, Vacation 
^Time Policy for City

The board of aldermen has instituted a new procedure 
to stop what one alderman called Wednesday “the raping 
of the city" by department heads who accumulate sick 
days and vacation time for a lump sum payment when 
they leave city halt. The procedure, which came out of the 
Aldermanic General Committee, consists of a form which 
all department heads are required to fill out and give to 
the personnel officer, Margaret Graves, whenever they 
are going to be absent from the office for sick leave or 
vacation. 

"The way some of way these department heads have 
been getting away with murder on their sick and vacation 
leaves has got to be stopped right now," Alderman 
Nicholas M. Barone, who is also the vice-chairman of the 
general committee, said Wednesday night. 

'Bob Broderick (former city attorney) took a lump 
sum of around $3,000 when he left city hall (April 6)," 
Barone said, "But there was no way of substantiating ex-

actly what number of days he took off or w hat the city ow¬ 
ed him," 

Under the city charter, city hall employees are allowed 
to accumulate up to 120 days of combined sick and vaca¬ 
tion leave, 

"It's about time these department heads realized that if 
you want a sick day off, you have to lose a sick day off 
your accumulated list," Barone said. "These guys have 
really been raping the city.” 

However, all the department heads interviewed 
Wednesday insisted that they had been following proper 
reporting procedures all along. 

City Attorney William J. Bloomer said that he always 
notifies the m ayor and the personnel officer when he is go¬ 
ing to be gone for more than a half day. 

"I don’t mind this new procedure, because I don't think 
it's a bad idea to have the department heads accountable 
to someone," Bloomer said. 

Police Chief Charles R, Spoon said that he found "no 
fault with the new rule," and he said. "It is no different 
than what I've done all along."

I was upset when I read about the tragic accident that claimed the lile of 
ft thirteen year old Georgia bicyclist, but I was furious when I read the 
*teps that the City of Rutland was planning to make things safer. Mr. 
Cioffredi "Arranged to have a crossing guard at the intersection of Cres¬ 
cent Street and Preville Avenue until the day camp ends", and also "To 
have some brush cleared from the area around the Crescent Street 
Bridge to improve visibilitv" 

"The acting Mayor (Moore) said he did not know what could be done 
beyond the action taken by Cioffredi", 

Maybe as a reader, and as a person who deals daily with youths in the 
field of education, I could offer a suggestion. Why not enforce some safe¬ 
ty /traffic regulations for bicyclists? I don! believe that bicycle-car ac¬ 
cidents can he blamed solely on "environmental conditions". This acci¬ 
dent probably would not have occured if safety/traffic regulations were 
enforced, fl: Common bicycles are designed for only one rider, and §2: 
One-Way signs are to be observed by all traffic, including bicyclists. 

It’s terrible the way many bicyclists abuse their vehicles and the rules 
of the road. And ifs even worse the way I have seen the regulations ig¬ 
nored by both bicyclists and those responsible for upholding the law. 
Instead of "crossing guards and brush trimming", why not try 
educating bicyclists and enforcing the laws? 

It's sad to think that Mr. Moore could not think of more that could be 
done, beyond the suggestions of Mr. Cioffredi, Common sense is

Car-Bicycle Accident 
Seriously Injures Two 
Youths From Georgia

Two Georgia youths, m Rutiano 
visiting friends, were seriously injured 
Wednesday afternoon in a car-bicycle 
accident in the intersection of Crescent 

Street and Preville Avenue. 

Rutland City Police said the driver of 
the bicycle, Brian Wenke, 13, of Decatur, 
Ga., suffered a skull fracture, "massive 
brain trauma, 4 ' a fractured shoulder 
blade, multiple scrapes and bruises. 

Wenke was described as very 
critical" by a spokesman at the Medical 
Center Hospital in Burlington late 

Wednesday night. , 

A passenger on the bicycle. Jonathan 
Brisbane. 12. also of Decatur, suffered a 
fractured left leg, multiple scrapes and 
bruises, police said. He was reported m 
satisfactory condition at the Rutland 
Hospital. 5 . .. 

Police said the boys were traveling 
south on Preville Avenue toward Cres¬ 
cent Street at approximately 3 p.m, 
Wednesday, Preville Avenue is a one¬ 
way street going north 

The two boys collided with an auto 
operated by Barbara M. Smith* Jl, <n 
Poultney as she crossed the Crescent 
Street bridge over Otter Creek. 

Another youth, riding a bicycle just in 
front of the two Georgia boys, narrowly 
m is sed be in g h it T polic e s a id . 

Wenke and Brisbane came out of 
Preville Avenue and collided with the 
car. Police said the impact flipped the 
two youths into the car, damaging the 


front end of the car and shattering the 
windshield. 

Witness at the scene of the accident 
said the two youths were coming from 
the Rutland Recreation Department day 
camp at Giorgetti Park al the time of the 
accident . 

The two youths were transported to 
the Rutland Hospital by Aldous Am¬ 
bulance Service. Wenke was transferred 
to Burlington late Wednesday afternoon. 

Police Cpl Frank Kelly said Wednes¬ 
day afternoon after the accident that 
"predominantly when a bike aud a 
automobile are involved in an accident, 
the bicycle is at fault " 

Kelly noted that in an another recent 
incident Involving a bicycle and a car, 
the bicyclist was cited in court for a traf¬ 
fic violation. 

Mary D, Babbitt of m Crescent St., 
who lives just up the hill from where the 
accident occurred, said she will try to 
get city officials to do something about 
trafPc in her neighborhood. Babbitt said 
she plans to visit City Hall Thursday. 

"I wish one of these officials would 
come sit on my corner from 2 to 4 some 
afternoon and see how many (vehicles) 
go by and the way they go by. Babbitt 


said. 


"There's a prime example," she said 
Wednesday afternoon, pointing to a vehi¬ 
cle accelerating rapidly from the in¬ 
tersection of Grove and Crescent streets. 
"He goes by my corner at least three 
times a day/ 1

Babbitt admitted that she has not ask¬ 
ed any city officials to curb the speed of 
motorist along Crescent Street. 
However, she said she and others in the 
neighborhood did ask for a stop sign at 
the comer of Geno Avenue and Crescent 
Street, 

That request was turned down, she 
said, as was a request for a crossing 
guard during the school year. 

Babbitt did not witness Wednesday's 
accident She heard it, however, and she 
was one of the first to call for help. 

“I heard the screech of fires and rush¬ 
ed out the door, M she said. "I saw a kid 
lying in the road and called the police." 

According to Babbitt, there is a lot of 
traffic along Crescent Street, She said 
people traveling between Piltsford or 
North Main Street and West Rutland fre¬ 
quently use the street. 

In Babbitt's view, city officials are not 
aware of how many youngsters have 
moved into the area between Fairview 
Avenue and Grove Street, She estimated 
that at ieast 20 kids have moved into the 
area in the two years she has lived on 
Crescent Street. 

"City officials are not aware of the 
juvenile population in the area," Babbitt 
said. "A Lot of them have come in there, 
and 90 percent of them are bike riders. 

"I know. I've got three of my own/ 1 
Babbitt added, referring to her children 


aged sis. seven and nine. 

She acknowledged that kids on 
bicycles pose problems for motorists. 

"Kids don't follow the Preville 
(Avenue) sign,' 1 she said. 

She also explained that, particularly in 
the summer, there is a lot of bike traffic 
along Preville Avenue with children go¬ 
ing to Giorgetti Park or to the 
playground at Northwest School. 

Michael Walsh of ill Fairview Ave. 
shares Babbitt 1 s concern about the traf¬ 
fic problems in the area. Ho, too. said 
that there are a lot of kids riding bikes 
near the bridge. 

Walsh said the problems is two-fold for 
traffic headed west on Crescent Street, 
First, he said, drivers are blind to what 
is on the other side of the bridge just 
before they start to cross it. He also said 
that, for the number of kids that now live 
and play in the area, drivers go too fast 
on Crescent Street. 

There is no speed limit sign between 
Grove Street and the bridge on Crescent 
Street. 

Walsh said he knows of no one who has 
complained to city officials about traffic 
problems in the neighborhood. However, 
he said he has frequently heard area 
residents tabs about them, 

Walsh is a paramedic with the Rutland 
Fire Department. Living right near the 
accident, he was the first medical atten¬ 
dant to reach the youths.

Rutland City Softball 
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f ? Senior Citizens’Yard 

One of the assumptions behind the Reagan administration's New 
Federalism and the block grant program is that the states and local 
communities can do a better job of handling funds for public works 
and other projects than the federal government can, pulling the 
strings from Washington, D, C. 

This premise is not necessarily an accurate one, as Rutland's 
experience with the Senior Citizens Center on Deer Street seems to 
demonstrate. Here we have thousand of dollars being expended on 
recreation facilities for senior citizens which they apparently don't 
want and don't expect to use at a time when strict economy has been 
the byword at City Hall, Substantial funds arc being wasted on a 
frivolous undertaking under circumstances which have seen funds 
for the Police Department curtailed immediately prior to an upsurge 
of crime in the community and a resulting demand for more police 
protection. 

Ever since the Senior Citizens Center was completed, following 
extended controversy over its location, the site at the south end of 
the city-owned lot has been occupied by the center, while the north 
end on Temple Street has continued to be used as an unsupervised 
children 1 s playground for baseball, football and other recreation. As 
more and more of the undeveloped land in the northeastern section 
of the city has been utilized for housing, the Temple Street 
playground, sometimes referred to as Stan-Burkc Park, has been the 
only remaining open space left for playground use. 

Originally the plan was to build the Senior Citizens Center on the 
playground end of the lot where it would have created a traffic 
hazard on Temple Street, which is strictly a residential street, besides 
usurping the playground. After public hearings on the location, the 
Board of Aldermen agreed to move the building southward with 
access on Deer Street, leaving space at the north end for the 
children's playground. 

Mayor Daley was one of those who at the time advocated utilizing 
the south end of the lot for the senior citizens while leaving the 
north end for the playground, which has been extensively used for 
that purpose by neighborhood children since the tenter was built 
five years ago and for many years before that. It seemed like an ideal 
arrangement to have a dual purpose layout. 

Now it appears that the children's playground has been 
appropriated for recreation facilities for senior citizens which they 
don't want or expect to use. 

Something seems to be wrong here. It’s enough to make one 
question whether the New Federalism is going to work.

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Cioffredi Rebuts Criticism; Says 
Seniors Needs Were Not Ignored

Rutland City Recreation 
and Parks Superintendent 
John W. Cioffredi Friday 
countered charges he has 
ignored the Interests of 
senior citizens and 
neighborhood children in 
approving the construction 
of a recreation area for 
seniors at the Woodstock 
Avenue center 

Frank Maranville, presi¬ 
dent of the Rutland Council 
of Senior Citizens, made the 
charges Thursday. 

Maranville questioned 
whether the recreation 
area — which will feature 
tour shuffleboard courts, 
two horsehoe pits and a 
large covered picnic area 
— is something city seniors 
need. 

Cioffredi said the project 
is the direct result of re¬ 
quests made by an advisory 
council composed of 
oldsters, 


The meeting which in¬ 
itiated the project occurred 
"about two years ago," ac- 
cording to the director. 

'‘Frank himself was 
there," Cioffredi said. “He 
mentioned the picnic 
shelter. That was his idea, 
It was something he per- 
serially asked for." 

And Cioffredi said he 
agreed it was a good idea, 
“We've tried to have pic¬ 
nics there in the past and 
there was no shade there 
for people, or it would 
rain." 

Other items mentioned 
included a bocce court, 
shuffleb'oard, horseshoes 
and a therapeutic pool, 
Cioffredi said. 

The pool and bocce court 
were eliminated by federal 
officials who reviewed the 
application, Cioffredi said, 
Cioffredi was away from 
lie office Friday and could 
not give an accurate 


estimate of the cost of con¬ 
struction at the Woodstock 
Avenue center. 

Rut “I believe it's around 
$100,000." he said. 

The project is funded 
with federal money from 
the Heritage Conservation 
and Recreation Service, 

“We've had meet Engs on 
this,' 1 he said. “Advertised 
it on the radio and in the 
newspaper. Like every one 
of those things, nobody 
comes." 

"But the seniors knew 
about it because we've talk¬ 
ed about it up there," the 
director said. 

“My philosophy is that 
seniors should be active, 
not always sitting. I think 
there's more to being a 
senior citizen that sitting 
around being entertained. 
We try to make the seniors 
active." 

As for charges 
neighborhood children are 


being pushed out of the area 
unnecessarily, Cioffredi 
said, “Where this stuff is 
being built, the kids were 
never there.” 

"We re trying to utilize 
the area as best we can. To 
make it more productive, 
more useful. I see no pro¬ 
blem with youngsters still 
using the area." 

Cioffredi said he has con¬ 
sidered adding some sw¬ 
ings to the lot for area 
children. 

"A lot of seniors have 
grandchildren and I should 
think they'd want to being 
them up with them when 
they visit. I will mention it 
to the advisory group as a 
possibility," he said.

"I took time off from my vacation in Connecticut to 
come up for this game,’' fumed Robertson.

"We had guys who had other people work for them 
because they knew the game was tonight. Some of the 
players 1 wives even took lime off so they could be here for 
the game, f know I'm in real trouble with my wife because 
of this.

(Thursday) and head to Cape Cod with my wife. Bruno’s

pagne. but we can’t have it now. This has spoiled all our 
plans. 

11 Our sponsor has to pay to join the league, and 
that’s supposed to take care of the referees and the fields. 
We should never have to worry about having the field in 
playing condition. There are about 40-50 teams who have 
to pay that fee, so there should be no excuse about not 
having a field, 

-'There were also two umpires who showed up expec¬ 
ting a game, one from Poultney and one from Mt. Holly. 
That’s a long way to travel to find out there’s no game." 

According to John Ciofrcddi, head of the Recreation 
Department, his office was never informed of the situa¬ 
tion, "1 was in my office until 5 p.m, tonight (Wednesday) 
and nobody called me about the situation," said Clofred- 
di. 

"Those players have every right to be upset. The only 
thing 1 can do now is apologize for a situation 1 had no con¬ 
trol over.

It’s the Kids’ 

Running A 1,400 Mile Dream

Jimmy Fund benefit-runner Dave 
McGillivray's day started off cold as he 
left Burlington Tuesday, running 
through the crisp Vermont morning with 
07,6 miles ahead of him. 

Down Route 2 to Route 7. he ran. with 
remarkable speed, passing through 
Shelburne and Ferrisburg, Vergennes, 
Middlebury, Brandon, Pitlsford and into 
Rutland. 

McGilllvray arrived In Rutland at 3;30 
in the afternoon. The day had warmed 
up considerably into a typical Indian 
summer beauty, "But we nearly froze 
our (bleeps) off this morning, " one of the 
accompanying runners said. 

As McGillivray neared the downtown 
area, about 10 members of the Gaelic 
Athletic Club, led by Chitteudon resi¬ 
dent, Hugh Short, 53, met him and ac¬ 
companied him Into the city. 

In Rutland, McGilllvray paused at the 
Green Mountain Boy Statue in the Main 
Street Park and was officially greeted to 
the City by Rutland little league player 
Marc Fratlco. 11, before calling it quits 
for the day. 

Pration, wearing a Red Sox uniform, 
told McGilllvray that Rutland was proud 
of his charitable work for the Jimmy 
Fund, a children's cancer research and 
treatment center .

McGilllvray, 37, from Medford, Mass,, 
is running 1,400 miles through the six 
New England states for the Jimmy Fund 
between Sept, 16 and Oct, IS, The course 
will take him through 350 New England 
cities. 

t+ It*s the children," the veteran 
marathon runner said, explaining his 
reason for the long-distance run. "I do it 
for the kids," 

4, In the few years Eve been associated 
with the Jimmy Fund, I've come to know 
many of these children personally,' 1 
McGillivray said. "On this run I want to 
raise more money than any other single 
fund raiser has in Jimmy Fund history. 
Thafs my main goal." 

The Jimmy Fund began in 1947, the 
result of work done by the late Dr, 
Sidney Farber, recognized as the father 
of modern chemotherapy. It is the 
primary source of private support for 
the Sidney Farber Cancer Institute in 
Boston and its cancer research and 
treatment progra ms for children. 

The fund had Us beginning when an 
organization of film and theater leaders 
called the Variety Clubs, established the 
Children's Cancer Research Founda¬ 
tion, to help Farber's research. 

The Boston Braves joined the appeal 
with a radio appeal about a 12-year-old 
cancer patient called, simply "Jimmy” 
to protect his anonymity. The name 
stuck and the foundation became known 
as the Jimmy Fund. 

In more recent years, the Boston Red 
Sox and their well-known owner, the late 
Tom Yawkey, supported the charity. It 
is now the only official charity of the 
Boston Red Sox. 

McGillivray has participated in 
several charity runs, including two for 
the Jimmy Fund, 

One was the nationally covered 3,452- 
mile Irek across America in 1976 that 
raised $150,000; and a 1,520-mile run up 
the east coast in 1980 with wheelchair 
athlete Bob Hall that raised $100,000 for 
the Jimmy Fund, 

But. raising money for the Jimmy 
Fund isn't McGillivray's only reason for 
the New England run. He said he wants 
"to bring New England together, as a 
single community, in one big effort to 
achieve one goal." 

The run has a few amenities tor the 
athlete, also, giving him the opportunity 
to test his skills in a kind of triathlon. 
McGillivray cycles some of the distance, 
as well as swimming some of the New 
England trek,

As originally conceived, 
the Rotary Field project 
was more ambitious. The 
estimated cost for the two 
contracts was about 
*190,000. according to the 
records at the recreation 
department. 

However, stale funding 
was not available for the 
work at Rotary Field. Ciof¬ 
fredi said, and that projects 
was scaled down. 

The final cost estimate 
was around *125,000 — ap¬ 
proximately *75,000 (or the 
senior center and S50.000 at 
Rotary Field. 

The winning bid for the 
two projects, which was 
submitted by Giancola Con¬ 
struction Corp. of Rutland, 
came in at a little more 
than *10S,000, Cioffredi 
said. He explained that the 
bids often come in lower 
than the estimates, and it 
appeared there were some 
additional savings at the 
Rotary Field, he sa id. 

According to recreation 
director, the senior center 
project received SO percent 
funding through the 
Heritage Conservation and 
Recreation Service, HCRS, 
formerly the Bureau of Out¬ 
door Recreation. Fifty per¬ 
cent was federal money and 
30 percent state. 

Cioffredi said the Rotary 
Field project only received 
the 50 percent federal fun¬ 
ding.

The Rutland Recreation Department will on Sunday, 
Nov. 1. from 2-4 p.m. sponsor an introductory clink for 
those interested in learning how to play platform tennis. 
The clinic will be held at the courts at White's 
Playground. 

The clinic, which will be conducted by tennis pro Tom 
Harty of Men cion’s Cortina Inn, is free of charge to the 
public. All necessary equipment will be supplied. 

Although the game is fairly new to this area, platform 
tennis is one of New England's most popular outdoor 
winter activities. The Recreation Department is hopeful 
that the public will take advantage of free court time at 
White's twin facilities to become acquainted with the 
sport. 

Free court lime is an unusual phenomenon, says Harty. 

’This is probably the only place in New England that 
has public courts," Harty said. "The courts are very ex¬ 
pensive and playing usually involves a membership fee. 
This is a unique opportunity for people here to play the 
game," 

The game is similar lo tennis and scored the same way, 
It is played with a wooden paddle and a sponge rubber 
ball on a court that is totally screened in except for the 
ceiling. The court is surrounded by walls approximately 
10 feel high. 

"Its easier to play than tennis/ 1 added Harty, the Cor¬ 
tina pro since last January, He noted that the game does 
not involve hitting the ball with a lot of power, "Someone 
who is not very good at tennis can pick it up easily. It's 
strictly a doubles game, and a great mixed doubles game, 

"It just takes a quick clinic to get the idea of it; we're 
hoping to gel a lot of people out there," Harty said. 

Harty will deliver a lecture and will then take to the sur¬ 
faces to match up with players from Ihis area. He will 
conduct several drills before putting newcomers on the 
courts. 

The rain date for the clinic will be Sunday, Nov, 8, at the 
same time and location.

The night before Halloween — “Cab- 
bag| Nignt" — and Halloween night are 
often the busiest nights of the year for 
police, but this past Halloween weekend 
was called the busiest in years.

Police were more receptive at the bar¬ 
racks, although the man accused in the 
shooting showed his disdain for the 
night’s events by spitting on a reporter 
who took his picture.

City Softball Fields 
Too Tiny for Needs

(First in A Three-Part Series)

For a city that is the second largest in 
the stale, and one that boasts 45 teams 
for men and another 14 for women in the 
city softball league, Rutland doesn’t 
have much to brag about in the way of 
facilities. 

Of the four fields that are used in the 
city league - Rotary. Meadow Street 
North and South and Northeast School — 
not one is of regulation size. While many 
other towns of much smaller proportions 
such as Arlington, Bristol, Springfield 
and Brattleboro have excellent, 
regulation-size facilities, Rutland offers 
only mediocre, non-regulation fields. 

It’s quite a dilemma for a city with 
over 600 people actively participating in 
the league, and another 400 in fan follow¬ 
ing. 

This beef over facilities has been stew¬ 
ing in the pot of obscurity for the Last few 
years, but an incident in late August has 
spurred some interest in rectifying the 
situation. The boiling point was reached 
when the B&M Bombers and General 
Electric had to postpone playing their 
Division C softball championship game 
when a drainage ditch was dug through 
the outfield at Rotary on the eve of their 
scheduled game. The ditch w as later fill¬ 
ed in and the teams played, but players 
objected to not being informed 
beforehand. 

It seems the conditions at Rotary Field 
have often been the topic of softball 
criticism in the area, The drainage pro¬ 
blems, the dangerous outfield fence, the 
roughness of tie outfield turf and the 
short basepaths are all major com¬ 
plaints of the people who have played 
there. 

The field has been done and redone, 
but its condition has not improved 
dramatically. The main effect of all the 
work just seems to be more complaints, 

"There are enough good engineers in 
Rutland that one of them ought to realize 
that Rotary will never be a good softball 
field/' states Frannie Renner, a 20 -year 
participant in the city league. 

"It's just a wet hole... A swamp. Those 
who know anything about wet land know 
it will always be wet. Rotary has been 
nothing but a waste of money." 

If indeed the large amounts of dollars 
sunk into Rotary over the Last few years 
have been wasted, it represents more 
than $52,000 gone down the drain. 

According to Recreation Department 
Superintendant John Ciofreddi. the 
original excavation at Rotary was done 
about three years ago by a firm called 
Nesco. Before the work was completed, 
however, Nesco went bankrupt. When ci¬ 
ty officials still found problems with the 
grass and slope of the field, they had no 
choice except to bring in another con¬ 
tractor to finish the job. The city then 
paid P AK to rectify those two problems. 

Not included in the original £52.000 
earmarked for Rotary improvements is 
money spent this summer for drainage 
work the Giancola Company did at the 
field. Ciofreddi did not have the figures 
for that job. 

Although some observers are under 
the impression there is still work to be 
done on the field, Ciofreddi says all the 
work has been completed. 

According to the people who play 
there, however, the problems still exist. 

Renner, who sponsors a team from 
Lindholm Sports, feels that Rotary may 
be better suited for women because of Its 
short outfield, (Currently, both men and 


women play there. ) A ditch that disposes 
of the excess water borders the outside 
of the fence at Rotary. The fence is back 
as far as the water problem will allow, 
but (hat does not meet regulation size, 

Northeast School has also been used 
by the city, but it, too, lacks regulation 
size dimensions. Ciofreddi says that all 
the other elementary schools have been 
eliminated as possible sites because of 
the lack of acreage. Northeast has the 
most space, but it still is not enough. 

The largest field in the city league us¬ 
ed to be located at Meadow St, but for 
the sake of larger participation, it has 
been split into two smaller, non¬ 
regulation size complexes with overlap¬ 
ping outfields. 

The fields are now so small, center- 
fielders at the two Meadow St. sites 
could possibly stare each other in the 
face, depending on the power of the hit¬ 
ter. 

If the city had installed lights at the 
original field instead of splitting it, Ren¬ 
ner claims Meadow Si, would have been 
a beDer field and served more people 
"Then they could play three games a 
night there instead of just two, M he says. 
To back up that claim. Renner said that 
a league in Middlebury plays lour ga mes 
a night on just one lighted field with no 
serious problems. 

But Ciofreddi said that lights there 
might draw complaints from the 
neighbors in the residential section sur¬ 
rounding the Meadow St. playground. 
The late games could mean excessive 
cheering, says Ciofreddi. which could be 
too boisterous for some of the neighbors 
in the area. 

Ideally, what the city needs is a soft¬ 
ball facility that is separated from the 
residential sections of the city, is of 
regulation size and is w ell-equipped with 
proper lighting. 

Even Ciofreddi himself admits that 
there is a great softball fad sweeping the 
country. But he is afraid that the softball 
craze may just be a temporary thing. He 
contends softball popularity could 
decrease in (he coming years and then 
these new fields would lie idle. 

Ciofreddi says the only thing wrong 
with Rutland's softball fields is that they 
are not ASA (American Softball Associa¬ 
tion) sanctioned. The fences and 
basepaths do not meet ASA stannards. 
That means that Rutland cannot hold of¬ 
ficial ASA tournaments. Ciofreddi also 
feels the fields are very adequate for the 
city league. 

But that feeling is in apparent, direct 
contrast to those who want to see some 
changes. Will Fatten of Murphy's, who 
sponsors four teams in the city league, 
sees the ASA tournaments as an 
economical plus for Rutland. 

"If we held a state tournament here, it 
could bring upwards of around $50,0W in¬ 
to the city in just one weekend. When you 
figure restaurants, hotels and partying 
money for each individual, it would pro¬ 
bably cost about $160 per man for the 
weekend." 

Figuring 506 participants in the tour¬ 
nament, Patten says the $50,660 is a 
minimum figure. It could go as high as 
$75-160.000 depending on how many 
friends and relatives accompany the 
players. 

This raises the question of whether it 
would indeed be worth sinking money in¬ 
to the creation of some ASA regulation 
fields,

If Rutland were to consider upgrading its softball 
facilities, the bottom line in achieving that goal is 
money. In order to purchase a new field p or if an ex¬ 
isting complex were to undergo major renovations, 
then a large amount of money would have to be raised . 

It is possible to raise that kind of money, but major 
adjustment* would have to be made in the softball 
budget. 

As the system stands now, the 45 men's teams are 
charged a minimum fee of $204 each, and the 14 
women’s teams are assessed $185 each. 

Many of the players and sponsors feel the current 
fees are a bargain. Frannie Renner, who sponsors a 
Lindholm Sports team, says, “It s not expensive at all 
when you consider that bowlers go out and spend $5 a 
night. Now. if everyone on the softball teams paid $5 a 
night, that would be $50 from every team for just one 
night. 

* Considering we pay $204 for an entire season, it's 
really not expensive at all when you look at the amount 
of games we play," 

The league can currently accomodate $0 teams. With 
the 5$ clubs that participated this past year, a total of 
$12,382 was raised in entry fees. The bulk of this money 
goes for softballs and umpiring. 

According to Recreation Department Superinten¬ 
dent John Ciofreddi, the city kicks in another $4«00h to 
the league. That amount covers the cost of electricity 
Cor the fights at Rotary, lime and bases. Not included in 
that amount, says Ciofreddi, is gas for mowing the 
fields, all maintenance and repair work, equipment 
and supplies, administration costs and the salaries of 
the maintenance men, 

Umpiring costs a game per official, with two of 
ficials being assigned to each game. Each of the 5f 
teams plays a 14 league game schedule, followed by thi 
playoffs. A new softball is used for every game, with i 
dozen running between $40 and $45, 

League Commissioner Richard Alberti is also pai< 
$80 per week for his services. Alberti, who says hi 
sometimes puts in more than 10 hours a week, 1: 
prim arily in charge of all scheduling. 

Will Patten of Murphy's, one of the leading sponsor 
{four) of teams in the league, suggested that extrs 
money could be raised to fund the league by laxini 
each player $5 a man for the season, Thai would pro 
vide an extra $50 $75 dollars a tea m times 5& teams. 

Brownie Towle, a member of the Executive Softbal 
Committee in Brattlcboro, slated that in his opinion, t 
player tax is the best route for raising money quickl; 
and easily. He said that Brattieboro s softball complex 
which many consider one of the best fields in the state 
was completely renovated through the income raise'

Ac cord mg to those who have 
studied in some detail the problem of 
locating a new site for a bigger soft¬ 
ball facility in Rutland, there is one 
major roadblock holding up the pro¬ 
ject. it seems the number of 
possibilities is slim. 

In fad, thus far, only three alter¬ 
natives to the status quo have been 
mentioned. The first idea was to do 
away with the two fields at Meadow, 
converting the complex into one 
regulation-siae field, complete with

lights. The residential neighborhood 
surrounding this field, and lack of 
parking are drawbacks here. 

Another option, which has met 
with the most opposition, is sinking 
more money imo the complex at 
Rotary. Will Patten, of Murphy's, 
one of the league’s biggest sponsors, 
feels that the Rotary field can still be 
improved. But many others, like 
r ran nit Renner, a 20-year league 
participant, are discouraged over 
the large amounts of money already 
spent there. They feel spending more 
money there is not the answer since 
the field will never be suitable 
because of the wetness of the sur¬ 
rounding land. 

The only other viable option, an 
alternative originally put forth by 
league commissioner Richard Alber¬ 
ti, is developing a whole new com¬ 
plex at the site near the old General 
Electric plant on West Street, Of the 
three possibilities, this latter holds 
the most promise. But there are also 
a number of snags. 

The city league has already used 
the site for free twice in the sum mers 
of '7S and ’80 when Rotarv was 
undergoing repair. The properly is 
currently owned by Jack Fenton. 
Contacted and asked if he would be 
willing to lease the land to the city for 


the use of the league, Fenton said no. 
he was looking to sell the property 
outright. 

The city has already considered 
buying Fenton’s property as the site 
for a Resource Recovery Plant, a 
project headed by the Rutland Coun¬ 
ty Solid Waste District. The RCSWD 
wants to use the land for an energy 
plant that would generate steam by 
burning garbage. The ultimate site 
for that protect, however, has still 
not been finalized. 

Renner and other softball players 
have suggested that the city should 
consider buying the land for the soft- 
ball league. 

Fenton's property would appear to 
be an ideal site for athletic usage. It 
has a good base of sand below the 
topsoil which provides excellent 
drainage. According to people who 
have played there, the land drains as 
well as the T&T field in Procter, one 
of the most playable fields in the 
area. 

But the excellent drainage is not 
the only asset of the GE field. The 
site offers an abundance of playing 
space; it is located on a major 
thoroughfare: there is ample park¬ 
ing space available, and it is well 
away from any residential settings. 

Those three alternatives would ap¬ 
pear to be the only options available 
within the city limits. Renner sug¬ 
gests, if worse comes to worse, the 
league may have to go outside the ci¬ 
ty to find a workable site. That op¬ 
tion, however, would seem an 
undesirable solution from the stand* 
point of the city. 

Softball has the highest participa¬ 
tion of ail the recreation programs 
offered by the city. That, in itself, 
would seem to warrant providing the 
best possible facilities the city has 
available. 

Ciofreddi has said that as an in¬ 
dividual. he is dwarfed by this kind of 
project. He hastens to add, however, 
that he is willing to sit down with a 
committee or representative group 
of softball players to study the pro¬ 
blem. 

As Rutland's recreation director, 
Ciofreddi says he is open to sugges¬ 
tions for any improvements that 
could be made to the current field 
situation in the city, and willing to 
help carry them out. But Ciofreddi 
cautions the league that any federal 
assistance it might look for to carry 
out any project, may be out of the 
picture for this coming year. 

Rutland has made out very well in 
past years in obtaining federal 
money to support this type of project, 

M uch of it came funneled to the city 
through the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation (BOR). But with budget - 
cutting fever sweeping Washington 
this year. Congress did not allocate 
any money into this program for 
fiscal year !9g2. According to 
Ciofreddi, the only hope for federal 
assistance for any new recreation 
projects is well down the road. In the 
meantime, the only course for the ci¬ 
ty. says Ciofreddi, is to fill out an ap¬ 
plication for fiscal year 1983, and 
pray that Congress appropriates 
some money back into the fund. But 


there are no guar antees. 

Brownie Towle, one of the persons 
behind the move to upgrade Brat- 
tleboro's fields, said the improved 
facilities In that city have sparked an 
increase in softball enthusiasm 
throughout the area. 

Richard Macko. who assisted To¬ 
wle in the Brattieboro renovation 
project, confirmed that Brai- 
tleboro’s initial hosting of the state 
tournament last summer was a com¬ 
plete success, both on the field and at 
the gate. 

Towle said that by holding the 
state tournament, and selling spec¬ 
tator tickets for $1 a day, Brattieboro 
raised over $1,500 in ticket sales 
alone That left them with a BTCO-jaW 
profil after expenses, which included 
paying off storekeepers and such. 
The league also held a raffle during 
the tournament which raised up¬ 
wards of $700, bringing the net profit 
to the league for the state tourney of 
over $1,500. 

According to Towle, all it takes is 
one person to get the ball rolling. As 
soon as the fundraising ideas begin 
pouring in and are initiated, a 
positive cycle begins. If the money is 
there, the reasons for spending it are 
sure to follow, 

What has to happen to correct the 
field situation in Rutland, as Ciofred¬ 


di suggested, is to form a committee 
to study the project, and come up 
with some viable options. 

Renner points to the job the 
Rutland Amateur Hockey Associa¬ 
tion (RAHA) did in developing its 
hockey complex. 

The city softball league would do 
well to follow their standards. All it 
takes now is some organization and a 
lot of motivation by concerned soft- 
ball members. 
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Cioffredi: Recreation’s Point Man

The doors to recreation superintendent John Ciof- 
Iredi's office are among the largest in the city. 

It can be argued that the 
imposing doors are needed 
to handle the huge influx of 
complaint-bearing traffic 
that passes through those 
huge openings. 

Since he assumed office 
more than 21 years ago, 
Cioffredi has been besieged 
by torrents of criticism 
ranging from a lack of 
[acuities to nepotism to 
overcrowded tennis courts 
to leaky swimming pools to 
empire building to ex¬ 
cessive fees to over¬ 
delegating authority. 

“Everybody — especially 
the complainers — tell me 
that they wouldn't want my 
job for ail the lea in China ," 
Cioffredi said. "As a public 
servant, I've come to ac¬ 
cept criticism as part of the 
job. I'd be lying if I said 
that it wasn v t tough, 
especially when you know 
that youTe doing the host 
you can with the facilities 
you have. 

"One of the problems is 
that everyone is acting in 
his own interests. The soft-

be concerned with the 

overall operation. 

“Everybody expects you to be totally perfect when 
you have to work with what you have. Our goal is to of¬ 
fer everyone an opportunity to participate and to enact 
policies that are best for a majority of the people." 

One of the more trying moments of the Cioffredi ad¬ 
ministration was a few years ago when he was accused 
of nepotism for hiring his college-age children as city 
employees. 

“1 really didn't have a hand in their hiring," Ciof¬ 
fredi said. "They were hired because of their ability, 
not because they were related to me. After it was over, 
people complimented me on the job they had done." 

In recent years, there has been some clamor over the 
fees the Recreation Department has been charging 
participants. 

“The day of the giveaway is gone," Cioffredi said, 
"Some people realize this and are willing to pay. 
Others don't. 

“You get Will Patten and some other guys who say, 
Tf it costs more, we'll pay whatever it costs/ Then, you 
get the squeaky wheel," 

Cioffredi readily admits that he h as acquired 
“ulcers and high blood pressure" as a result of the 
pressure of his job. 

“Fm pretty excitable/’ Cioffredi said. "I have 
always been emotional and can't keep quiet, 1 guess 


I'm not a Tom Landry type. You know how us Latins 
can be.” 

When not on the job, Cioffredi uses running, golf and 
officiating basketball and football games as outlets to 
release any pent-up energy. 

“Outside of my family, my two passions are running 
and golf/ 1 Cioffredi said. “1 use officiating as an outlet. 
It might sound strange, but that gets my mind off work 
because I have to concentrate so much on the ga me I'm 
officiating,’’ 

When Cioffredi arrived in Rutland on June ft, 1360, 
after working with the huge Westchester County 
Recreation Dept,, the city had virtually no programs 
or facilities. His first office was in City Hall. 

"At first we had lo establish programs because there 
were none," Cioffredi said. “That’s probably why 
we're still program-oriented here." 

Perhaps the best measure of the growth of the 
department in the last 21 years is achieved by compar¬ 
ing budgets. The fiscal budget for the year 1960-61 was 
$58,959.20, while the current budget is $317,666.71 

Cioffredi credits most of the growth of the depart¬ 
ment to his ability to obtain federal funds for construc¬ 
ting recreation facilities. The recreation director said 
that he raised £1,017,348 in federal grants, mostly dur¬ 
ing the administration of former mayor Gilbert G, 
Godnick. 

“I wrote the grants for the BOR (Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation) projects that came into the city," Ciof¬ 
fredi said. 

During his administration the city has added two out¬ 
door handball courts, two inside handball courts, the 
La wrence Recreation Center, three softball fields, two 
Little League fields, a baseball diamond, seven basket¬ 
ball courts, 12 tennis courts, two platform tennis 
courts, an Olympic-size swimming pool, two wading 
pools, two children's mini-parks and the skating rink at 
Giorgetti Park, 

in the past 21 years, the department has grown from 
a one-man office to a four-person office with several 
part-time employees and a three-man maintenance 
crew. 

The expansion has caused its share of growing pains 
and ensuing criticism. Cioffredi has been accused of 
being an empire builder by some and criticized for 
delegating too much authority by others. 

“For years, I was a one-man office and all the 
responsibility rested on my shoulders." Cioffredi said, 
"Then I was able to develop competent people to form 
a staff and act as program supervisors. 

“I think that delegating authority provides better 
service for the community. The supervisors report to 
me so that 1 can check out the programs and he aware 
of what is happening. 1 wouldn’t be able to do this if I 
didn’t have a fine staff." 

Much of Cioffredi's time is spent dealing with 
maintenance problems and work. In addition to the 
recreation center and various city fields, Cioffredi is 
responsible for all city parks (which include all traffic 
islands in Rutland ). 

“I spend most of my time with maintenance pro¬ 
grams/' L’ioffredi said. “If it wasn't for this, Fd have 
more time to devote to other things, 

“I do enjoy being out though. It gives me time to see 
the facilities. There’s nothing I like more than seeing 
the facilities used. I get quite a thrill in the winter when 
1 see people shoveling off the basketball courts at 
Rotary so thal they can play/ 

Recreation has undergone wholesale changes since 
Cioffredi assumed office in 1960. He feels that the ma¬ 
jor change has been widespread adult participation. 

Cioffredi feels that the largest age block that par¬ 
ticipates in department activities is the 25-35 year-old 


group, 

“It is this age group that our biggest demand comes 
from," Cioffredi said. “When we first started, if we 
satisfied the needs of the kids, people felt thal we were 
doing a good job. Now adults are looking inwards to 
their municipalities to provide recreational facilities 
for their leisure time." 

“These 25-35-year-old people really want to par¬ 
ticipate, They participate in just about everything, i 
softball, flag football, volleyball, everything, I don’t I 
know what their reasons are — whether they just want : 
to stay in shape, whether it’s a social thing or : 
whatever. But this seems to be our biggest group.’’ 

A sport in which the 25-35 age group is highly visible 
is volleyball. It is also the sport which is causing the i 
most headaches right now. Volleyball currently is one 
of the fastest growing sports in the area, but Cioffredi 
said that its sudden growth has caused a few problems 
at the Recreation Center. 

“Volleyball has really mushroomed (once again, 
primarily within the 25-35 age group) in mens, 
women's and co-ed. We have a bit of a problem finding 
time for them to play and practice outside of league 
play The players say that they have every right to play 
just like the basketball players, 

“The problem is that we are using a facility that was 
wasn't designed as a recreation center/' 

According to Cioffredi, the top priority for the city is 
to construct a “new, more flexible community center 
to belter address the needs of the community. 

“The lack of gyms is more critical than anything 
else/’ Cioffredi continued, "Other things that we could 
use is an amphitheater at Pine Hill, a course for motor¬ 
bikes and snowmobiles and a physical fitness course. If 
what the people want is a major-league type softball 
facility, we'll look Into that too. 

"The city doesn't need a new swimming pool," 


Today, Cioffredi admits that 21 years on the job has 
given him “ulcers and high blood pressure/ 1 ‘Tin pretty 
excitable, 1T he says. “I have always been emotional and 
can't keep quiet. 1 guess Fm not a Tom Landry type.

Some groups advertize 
that for the cost of return 
postage or a little more, 
children who write Lo Santa 
will receive an “official" 
reply from the famous gift 
giver. 

This ensures that 
children whose scrawled 
notes to Santa are dropped 
in mail slots across the 
rrmntrv will in fact receive 


a return letter from the jol¬ 
ly fat man, 

So instead of letters ad¬ 
dressed to "Santa Claus, 
North Pole, 1 ' these letters 
have a real street address 
that make them deliverable 
for mortal postal workers. 

But there are still a few 
letters that come anyway, 
addressed simply in 
scrawling pencil or crayon 
to “Santa." 

Yates forwards these to 
the Lawrence Recreation 
Center, where Santa — in 
the form of Director John 
Cioffredi and Program 
Director Marsha Wilson — 
take over. 

They send children an of¬ 
ficial Santa-approved letter 
with a letterhead which 
features Santa at the North 
Pole, 

Wilson said things have 
fallen off considerably in 
this letter campaign.

RUTLAND - In Rutland, 
everyone complains about the 
board of aldermen, but no one 
does anything about it. 

The latest illustration of this 
sorry state of affairs is the ice 
cold contest lor tlie live 
aldermanic seats up lor 
election March 2, Town 
Meeting Day. 

As of late Saturday night, 
one alderman, board President 
Walter M Moore, had an 
naunced his intention to vacate 
his seat, while only Alderman 
Nicholas A. Barone has in¬ 
dicated he wUl definitely run 
again. 

The other three aldermen 
whose seats are up for re- 
election, Shirley D Smith, 
Hayden S. Bride, and John 
McDonough, have hemmed 
and hawed and refrained from 
making a firm commitment 
oneway or the other. 

Meanwhile, only local 
theater king Kevin MulISn. 23, 
and former two-term aider- 
manic gadfly Terrance 
"Terry' 1 Barrett, 55, have 
announced their candidacy and 
begun active campaigning tor 
the election that is less than 
four weeks aw r ay. 

City Clerk John Barrett, who 
has been handling these things 
since 1961. was hard-pressed 
recently to recall an aider- 
manic election that generated 
as little beat, or light, as the 
present one. 

"I'm hoping there will be a 
last-minute flood of can¬ 
didates/' Barren said Friday, 
"but I'm not too optimistic/ 1 

The problem of getting 
candidates to run is 
highlighted by the experiences 
of former board President 
William J. Bloomer, 

Bloomer became extremely 
frustrated with the board's 
chaotic performances, and at 
the end of his term he an¬ 
nounced he wouldn't run again. 
It wasn't the structure of the 
board that was to blame, but 
its "cast of characters." he 
said. 

Following is a rundown on 
those "characters" and their 
past performances: 

Robert S. Stafford - Staf¬ 
ford, 68, is retired and 
seemingly devotes all his time 
to the city, A man of basic 
common sense, Stafford has a

McDonough s 
most characteristic pose finds

Beane believes that if there is a reason 
why she's still going strong entering her 
second century of life, it's because she's 
always tried to lend a hand to those in 
need along the way. 

Selflessly helping, and a positive 
outlook on life, may well be the secrets 
behind this centenarian’s longevity. 

People are "too unhappy too much of 
the time," Beane says. “I close my eyes 
and cars to unhappiness." 

Looking back at 100. the trials and 
tribulations of humanity lose a lot of the 
urgency attributed to them by those who 
view such upheavals with considerably 
less perspective. 

Beane was approaching what most 
consider "middle age" when the Great 
Depression ravaged the country. Unfaz¬ 
ed. Beane dismisses that troubled part of 
United States history with a smile and a 
raised eyebrow, “Oh, was there a pro¬ 
blem then? 1 ' 

Several decades hence, Beane lives 
on. cheerfully as ever in a North Main 
Street retirement home run by the 


Rutland Missionary Home Association, 

She p a sses the t i me re ading a nd, w hen 
she's in the mood, playing the piano. Ac¬ 
cording to one of the home's staff 
members, Beane "plays the piano by 
ear, beautifully. Those fingers of hers go 
right up and downthekeys.” 

Sometimes, the staff member said, 
Beane will be up and about before 7 a m., 
coaxing out a rendition of "Let Me Call 
You Sweetheart," or one of her other 
favorite songs. 

When the weather's nice, it's not at all 
unusual to see Beane walking the 
distance from her North Main Street 
home to the Senior Citizen's Center on 
Deer Street. 

"Walking's good for you," Beane says 
firmly. “It s good for your lungs and cir¬ 
culation," 

While she isn’t the city's oldest resi¬ 
dent (there's at least one 101-year-old at 
a local nursing home), Beane certainly 
may lay claim to being the most spry 
and the most cheerful. I 

Or, in her words: "I just try to think £ 
happy thoughts, that's aft/’ 


Beanie’s Big Hundredth

At around this time last century, 
Florence Beane and former President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt were born a mere 
two w eeks apart. 

Beane's centennial was celebrated 
with a BtUe less fanfare than FDR's, but 
then, Florence Beane has gone about her 
life in a less celebrated manner, content 
to pass along to all a quiet but determin¬ 
ed optimism that hasn’t fadded in more 
than 100 years. 

A century is an awful long time to be 
alive, and sometimes Beane — or 
"Beanie," as she prefers to be called —

wonders why she was chosen from 
among the flock to carry the torch of life 
past her 100th year, 

"1 asked my minister once why I'm 
still alive after all this time. ” Beane said 
recently. “He told me: 'Well, it's 
because the devil doesn't want you and 
God isn't ready.vet. 

Born Jan, 16,1862. in Rutland Town on 
her grandfather Dunklee s farm by 
Dunklee Pond, Beane was baptized in a 
local Baptist church 91 years ago, and 
her views on life at 100 continue to reflect 
her religious upbringing.

Softball Committee Selects 
Giorgetti Site for New Field

Although the issue had been laid to rest over the 
holidays, progress resumed this past Thursday in the 
study of commuting a regulation softball field In 
Rutland. 

Members of the softball committee appointed by 
Rutland Recreation Director John Cioffredi, have 
finally settled on a course of action, Following Thurs- 
day night's meeting at Murphy's, the committee, head¬ 
ed by will Patten, decided to request the use of the field 
in the back half of Giorgetti Park. 

The area is currently being used by Little League 
teams. But under the t -d;tbns for the use of the field, 
both softball and Little League could benefit from the 
proposal. 

Even though Cioffredi has no problems with the 
move, he hesitates to give his final approval, First, he 
wants to make sure no toes are being stepped on if the 
change does occur, 

A number of different possibilities could evolve In the 
creation of new fields. But it looks right now, as long as 
Little League supporters have no qualms, like softball 
players will use the Giorgetti Park facility this sum¬ 
mer. 

The new field will be set up to meet American Soft¬ 
ball Association standards, there would be a perma¬ 
nent fence constructed. Lights could be questionable 
for this summer. 

Because baseball is played on the opposite portion of 
the field, Cioffredi would like a design drawn up so that 
both the baseball and softball fields could be lighted, 
That may take a while because of the money involved, 

la order to have two regulation fields, work will be 
done on Meadow Street South. The basepaths will be 
re-designed to meet ASA stannards 

The other possibility, which at this point looks 
remote. Is filling In the field by White's Playground. 
The outfield still needs a lot of work to meet ASA 
qualifications. But spreading light qn the issue is the 
fact that Cioffredi would love to see the project done. 
Committee member Frannic Renner is also a big 
backer of the project. 

Cioffredi would only agree to the project, however, 
as long as the job would be done all at one time. He 
doesn't want trucks randomly coming in and out of the 
area and dumping only when they have the fill. If 
somebody In the league can promise to bring in enough 
to fill to complete the job, then Cioffedi is all tor it. 

Although the Little League may lose the Giorgetti 
site, they stand a chance of getting full use of Rotary 
Field. And If work is done on White's, then the Little 
League could develop two regulation fields on Meadow 
Street. 

But at least the ball is rolling. The ideas are transfor¬ 


ming into action, There will be better softball facilities 
in Rutland this coming summer, and they only stand to 
Improve with each coming year. 

But now is the time for each softball participant to 
show his individual dedication toward this project. Ac¬ 
tions speak louder than words, and the league 
desperately needs the support. Patten will be meeting 
with Cioffredi Monday morning to get a List or 
representatives from each team in the league. 

A meeting is tentatively scheduled for Thursday for 
these representatives to meet with Patten to discuss 
the plans being developed. No doubt each team may be 
lacing a hike in entry fees along with a substantial 
player tax. But the money will be used in the creation 
of quality fa duties. 

The ball is rolling, but as it grows larger, it needs 
more people to help carry the load. 

Another uphill battle, of sorts, that was revealed this 
past week was the decision by authorities at North 
Country Union High School to try to institute a new 
playoff division. 

North Country basketball coach Jerry Clifford is 
heading the effort to form a State Division 1-A category 
for those schools which traditionally encounter losing 
records in the current Division I league, Even when 
these schools do qualify for post-season play, they are 
usually eliminated in the first round. 

As an example of their dilemma, Clifford pointed to 
last years Division I pi ay down pitting his Falcons 
against South Burlington, The Rebels trounced North 
Country In that game 95-44. 

"Neither school gets anything out of a game like 
that,' 1 claims Clifford. They {South Burlington) 
would have been better off to have a practice with 
themselves, 

"We Just can't compete with the city teams. The in¬ 
terest Is there, but we just don't have the numbers." 

Clifford said games of that nature are demeaning to 
his players. He urges his players to work hard ail sum¬ 
mer in preparation for the season. Then, when they 
come back and get blown out U only demoralizes them , 

Clifford said that he has contacted seven other 
schools in the slate which suffer from the same pro¬ 
blem. They are Middlebury, Mlsslsquoi, Colchester, 
Mt, Mansfield. Hartford, Milton and Lyndon. Only 
Milton officials have indicated they might not be in 
favor of such a change. 

A meeting has been scheduled for Jan. 29 at the 
Charlmont Restaurant m Morrisville to see just how 
serious these schools are in forming their own playoff 
league. 

Even if the Headmasters do not wish to grant the 1-A 
league, Clifford would at least like a waiver from the 
20-game limit so they can bold a tournament.

Welch Boosts Bride in Race for Aldermanic Gavel

The r a c . >r the aid c rm a nic presidency, con- 
ceded to Alderman Howard H. Shortsleeve as 
an easy victor over Alderman Linda M. Welch 
as recently as last week, took a dramatic turn 
Sunday night when Welch declared that she 
was supporting Alderman Hayden S. Bride for 
the post. 

And in a move equally dramatic in its own 
way, the decidedly low-profile Bride reluctant* 
ly said he would seek the presidency. 

"1 would have liked to talk to some of the 
other aldermen before this happened/' Bride 
said Sunday night in reference to Welch's deci¬ 
sion. “But now that Linda has made her deci¬ 
sion, yes. I will seek the presidency of the 
hoard/' he said. 

Welch, who is known to be considering either 
a run for the slate senate in November or the 
mayoralty race next March, said late Sunday 
night she made her surprise decision because 
she feels Bride is a widely respected aider- 
man. She added that everyone can support him 


for board president, rather than someone like 
herself or Shortsleeve who have both sup¬ 
porters and detractors on the board, 

"Everyone knows Hayden is a straight 
shooter who has no axes to grind and tells you 
exactly what he thinks." Welch said, "and I 
think at this critical time for our city we need 
someone like him to run the board." Bride 
established his credentials last year when he" 
became the only committee chairman to follow 
through on the board's self-imposed mandate " 
lb cut five percent from Mayor John J. Daley's 
'budget, in the process putting the city's recrea¬ 
tion nudge t under severe st r a Lm 1 

“Hayden w r as the only alderman who 
demonstrated fiscal responsibility when the 
rest of them were only talking about it/ 1 City 
Treasurer Ronald Graves said last month. 

The move to cut five percent from Daley's 
budget was led by Shortsleeve end Alderman 
Joseph R. Paul. 

Welch said the only question in her mind 
about Bride had been his parliamentary ex¬ 


perience, But she s|id she recently learned 
that Bride, who doesn't say much at board 
meetings unless he has a definite point to 
make, has served as an officer of the Rutland 
Moose Club for 15 years, conducting meetings 
with as many as 300 people. 

Shortsleeve, a local real estate agent, has 
made no secret of his plan to revamp the 
hoard's priorities. If he becomes president, he 
has said he would concentrate on community 
planning and commercial and industrial 
development while faking sure every-day 
matters that can be handled by the department 
heads are not bucked up to the aldermen. 

"If Howard goes through with what he's sug¬ 
gesting, and brings in some of the ideas from 
Project 20/20, he could be very effective," 
Alderman Robert S. Stafford said Sunday 
night. 

Project 20/20 was a regional project organis¬ 
ed last summer and fall to chart the Rutland 
area's course to a prop emus future. It resulted

Softball League 
On the Upswing 


With New Execs

OiaceWon a time, not long ago. there existed in Rutland 
a troubled city softball league, heavily plagued by such 
pitfalls as inconsistent fields, lack of sufficient leadership 
and disenchantment among its ranks. 

Times have changed. After a long winter of rehabilita¬ 
tion, the newly-restructured city softball league is steadi¬ 
ly soaring to greater heights. 

The biggest change to date has come in the form of 
leadership. Instead of dumping the never-ending respon¬ 
sibilities on the shoulders of Rutland Recreation Director 
John Ctoff red!, the league now has an Executive Commit¬ 
tee that will work in conjunction with the department. 

The group, which will help govern softball procedures, 
is now known as the Rutland Adult Softball Association. 
Because the committee is comprised of concerned 
players representing each division, the league should be 
in good hands and well cared for. 


The Executive Committee is comprised of Will Patten 
from the “A” Division, Tom Carroll Irom the “B" Divi¬ 
sion, Stan Bile ha rz from the “BB” Division, Rick Wild 
from the "C” Division, and Susy Ojala from the Women's 
Division. 


As soon as a candidate can be found, there will even¬ 
tually be another woman representative chosen. 

On Wednesday night, the effects of this organized 
leadership were vivid. The occasion was the annual spr¬ 
ing meeting whereby teams attend in order to pick up 
their rosters and voice any questions they may have. 

This meeting traditionally results in endless complaints 
by league members. But Wednesday's meeting was out of 
character. Instead of the usual mahem, a general aura of 
tranquility prevailed. 

Though the league was informed about a *10,00 increase 
in the entry fee and a reminder of the five dollar player 
tax, all to be paid by April 14. little in the way of com¬ 
plaints were heard. What's more, the meeting barely ex¬ 
tended over a half hour. 

In general, there seems to be a great deal more trust 
-displayed in the handling of the league. 

But not by coincidence. In order to gain the respect of 
the league, the Executive Committee has decided lo keep 
a running account of the money taken in and a list of 
where and how it was spent. In addition, they will hand 
out. to each team, an accounting sheet to verify these 
transactions. 

Everyone will be able lo sec how much money is made, 
how it is spent and how much is left over, 

They will also seek to upgrade the quality of umpiring. 
The league spends *9,000 alone on umpiring, and this year 
the committee is going to make sure that money is well 
spent. 

H The League commissioner, Richard Alberti, could also 
see a substantial increase in his salary. There is also 

i serious talk about hiring official scorekecpers for the 
league so better statistics could be kept and printed in the 
newspaper. 

i To stay on top of matters, the committee plans to hold 
bi-weekly meetings during the summer. There is also go¬ 
ing to be more responsibilities placed on the represen¬ 
tatives from each team in an effort to keep player involve* 
merit high. 

With warm weather gradually approaching, it wilt not 
be long before actual field improvement gets underway.

The Rutland Parks and Recreation Department is of¬ 
fering area children a challenge: Live up to your poten¬ 
tial. 

To do this,, the department, in addition to its regular 
summer programs, is offering new "adventure 1 ' pro¬ 
grams to build self-confidence. 

The adventures will include rappelling, caving, rock 
climbing, camping and overnight bike trips, all at a frac¬ 
tion of the usual cost. 

The idea of the new programs is not to be grueling, but 
to teach the participants to accept and execute 
challenges, the department's Program Director Marsha 
Wilson said during an interview Tuesday. 

Hopefully, from the programs, youths will learn to meet 
other challenges in life and overcome them, Wilson said. 

Even though classes will be "adventurous," they will 
also be safe, W ilson stressed. 

Take rappelling off Dear Leap cliff at Sherburne Pass, 
she said. A youth may be hesitant at first, but once he or 
she is taught by an experienced instructor, the sport can 
be safe and personalty rewarding. 

The instructor, as well as the youth, are both attached 
to safety tines and the youth Is guided down the cliff by the 
instructor, she said. 

The youth accomplishes a feat he never thought he 
could accomplish, Wilson said. 

The rock climbing lessens will be given by climbing ex¬ 
pert Trip Westcott and will be offered in two, four-day ses¬ 
sions for MO. 

Wilson said a Turrell Fund grant will help keep the cost 
of the programs down. Scholarships are available for the 
needy, she said.

Another "adventure" program offered for the first time 
will be an overnight bicycle trip from Rutland to Queehee 
Gorge. 

A department van will carry the tents, sleeping bags 
and food to give the kids an easier ride, Wilson said. 

They will be able to stop and swim or sightsee, Wilson 
said. This gives children the chance to explore the Ver¬ 
mont countryside, something many youths don't ap¬ 
preciate. 

Also for sightseeing, Wilson has sei up an eight-mile 
overnighi backpacking trip on the Long Trail from Kill- 
ington to Shrewsbury. 

Experienced adult leaders, tents, cooking equipment 
and food will be provided for $10. 

Sessions also have been set up to explore the 
Mckwacket Caves in Piltsford after which the kids would 
Lake a swim at an area swimming hole — to clean off, 
Wilson said. 

The list continues with a new outdoor adventure day 
camp for youths from Grade three to nine. 

A department van will take the one-week day sessions 
to the most beautiful and exciting sites around the 
Rutland area. This will Include hiking to mountain ponds, 
elementary rock climbing and caving. 

The Pine Hill Day Camp, which drew about 200 youths 
last year, will be adding a new ropes course, 

ft's designed to give a group of youths a challenge, such 
as sealing an S-foot barrier, and have the youths solve the 
problem as a group, Wilson said.
